THE STEAMER ALLEGHENY GOES ASHORE 
DURING A TERRIBLE GALE, 


——mew 


Thirty-Seven Souls Aboard the Vessel—Work- 
ing the Pumps—No Sleep for Crew or 
Passengers—Second-Mate Kelly’s Brav- 
ery—The Chatham Life-Saving Crew Kes- 
cue Some of the Passengers. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disparcn. 

HARWICH, Mass., October 22.—The steam- 
ship Allegheny of the Merchants and 
Miners’ Transportation Company, running 
between Baltimore and Boston, went ashore 
during the gale Thursday night, about three 
and a half miles southwest of the Chatham 
Lighthouse. Inall there were thirty-seven 
souls aooard, consisting of the Captian, 
J.C. Taylor, his oflicers and crew and eight 
passengers. The steamer was in great peril 
all night, but yestorday afternoon five of the 
passengers were landed andthe other three, 
as the ship had atlastreached a safe harbor- 
age, remained on board where they 
are now. The Allegheny was caught in 
the northeaster, which swept along the New 
England coast and did great damage to 
Shipping. She left Baltimore at 4 p. m. on 
Monday, and by her schedule time wads due in 
Toston at 6 p.m. Thursday. Off the West Chop 
nt about 6 o'clock, while the gale was blowing 
hard, the Allegheny struck some obstacle in 
the water which dealt her a powerful blow on 
her port bow. It was just after dinner, and 
the passengers were sitting in the cabin, They 
all felt the jarto the ship, but it was not of 
sufficient strength to attract more than a puss- 
ing notice, About an hour later it was re- 
ported thatthe ship was filling rapidly. 
of her bulkheads was coimnpletcly smasbed in, 
and the sea pouring into the hold in great vol- 
ume. The pumps were immediately manned, 
aud every effort was made to stem the in-pour- 
ing sea. Tho “passengers were at 
acquainted with the situation, which 
serious, as the water kept guining 
onthe pumps.

Fortunately, the galé soon 
blew itself out and the sea caimed down a lit- 
tle. A life-saving crew of the Chatham sta- 
tion, reinforced by another from Monomoy 
Point, put out in their. boats. The elouds had 
cleared away and the welcome sunshine glad- 
dened every heart. The Chatham crew arrived 
at the steamer, and as the sea was now 
sinoother, tive of the passengers gladly em- 
braced an opportunity to go ashore. When 
sea went down the Allegheny’s rescuers drove 
a mile and a half into Chatham Bay, where the 
five passengers were safely landed.Theirnames 
are: Capt. J. A. Weston, Plymouth, Mass.; J. 
A, Clarridge,Washington, D.C.; 0. 8. Bradley, 
Washington, D.C.; H. P. Applewhait, Balti- 
more, Md.; Frank Hh. Baker, Bangor, Me. 
The other three passengers were Mr. Murray 
and wifeof Elizubeth City, N.C., and a Indy 
from Montgomery County, Virginia. Mr. Mur- 
ray was an invalid and unabie to be about, and 
left the ship with the others. 

The PoOsTt-DISPATCH correspondent went 
with an operator from Boston to this place by 
the first train after the news of the Alle- 
gheny’s perilreached Boston, After the first 
intormation was received the wire from Chat- 
ham to Harwich refused to work, and no fur- 
ther news was attainable; consequently all 
sorts of rumors, one to the effect that the 
Allegheny had foundered apd had sunk 
with all on board flew about. The

INSPECTOR KAYE SAYS NONE WILL BE TOL- 
ERATED IN FUTURE.

’ The Operations of an Important Branch of 
the Health Department—Inspecting the 
Site for the Proposed Pumping Station 
at the «hain of Rocks—Births and 
Deaths—Municipal Matters. 


Dairy Inspector Kaye to-day submitted to 
the Health Commissioner areporton the ex- 
aminations made during the week. Consid- 
erable work has been done to bring nbout the 
improvement of the condition of the dairies, 
but the effectiveness of the ordinance has 
been impaired to some extent by the 
Zailure of tte Milk Inspector to open 
the office to which he was appointed. Some of 
the applicants for the place suggest that under 
the charter Mr. Speth’'s appointment is now 
void, but there isno point in springing this 
technicality. Once convinced of the superior 
fitness of the candidate there is no doubt but 
that the Mayor will reappoint as often as it 
pleases him. Mr. Speth has notified the De- 
partment that he will not assume the duties of 
the office until the 8th prox., when the Munic- 
ipal Assembly will meet and the appointmeet 
will be submitted for confirmation under the 
Girection of the Health Commissioners.  In- 
spector Kaye is making investigations of all 
the dairies inthe city inthe meantime. To- 
day he said: ‘‘lam now making my second 
round in the northern part of the city, and 
find that in. nearly every instance the 
changes suggested to improve the 
condition of the dairies have been made. 


There at least one-third more cows in this city 
ow than a year ago. At two dairies on 
alle street I found that no attention had 
been paid to my suggestions. I notified tne 
eee again during the present week. 
ey do not clean them up during the pres- 
ent week I will have them taken to court and 
prosecuted. In every instance where I find 
that the animals have been confined too closely 
1 always instruct them to reiease them. 
The reasons given for keeping the poor ani- 
mais in confinement are very funny some- 
times. One woman who has been running a 
dairy out on the Natural Bridge road since her 
husband’s death has kept her cows inthe 
atable princi ally, TI suppose, because she did 
mot have t ‘help she would need to 
let them ‘out and tie them again. 
Bhe paid no attention to my first 
suggestion and asking her why she did not 
let the cows out she said: ‘Oh, you see its too 
hot for them in summer and too cold in 
winter, and it is hardly worth while to let 
them out between times.’ She has finally 
eed to lettheanimals out. Inthe course 
ofa week ortwo I think every dairy in the 
eity will be in good sanitary condition.’

THE PRIESTS’ RETREAT CLOSED THIS 


MORNING. 


A Sermon by Archbishop Kenrick—Many 
Kiectors Present—A Striking Scene In the 
Church — List of Those Attending —A 
Very Interesting Occasion. 


The retreat forthe English-speaking priests 
of the Archdiocese of St. Louis, which has en- 
gaged the attention of the Catholic clergy this 
week, came to an end this morning with a very 
impressive service, which was rendered es- 


| pecially impressive by the earliness of the hour 
and the presence of the venerable Archbishop.

Ryan of Buffalo, under whom the exercises 
have proved unusually valuable. 

This morning shortly after 5° o’clock the 
priests began to assemble in the chapel for the 
half-hour meditation, which was of the usual 
nature. Following this the priests formed a 
procession and passed from the chapel to the

Then, apparently not in the least fatigued by 
by the previous portion of the service, the 
Archbishop delivered a beautiful sermon, 
drawn from-the 18th chapter of the Third 
s00k of Kings, which describes the fast of 
Elias. His Grace drew a striking comparisou 
between the trial of Elias and the duties.of a 
retreat like the present, and exhorted all to 
let the services of the week make an impression 
of never fading good. The axed prelate spoke 
for fully fitteen minutes, and showed no signs 
of exhaustion, bis voice being as strong at the 
end as when he began.

HOME AGAIN, 


Return of the President and Party to Wash- 


ington. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 22.—The Presi- 
dential party arrived here safely at 6:40 this 
morning. 

Everybody on the Presidential special was 
up at sunrise this morning, toilets were rather 
hastily made, coffee was served just as the 
Goddess of Liberty came into view, good-byes 
were said, and at the appointed 
time to a minute—6:40 a.m. the train 
came toa stop at Washington. The President 
was heartily giad to get home, though as 
heartily glad thathe wentaway. During the 
weeks of bis journeying be had traveled 4,500 
niles, passed through seventeen States, cross- 
ing three of them twice, and had seen 
and been seen by (variousiy estimated 
by different members of the party) at from 
1,000,000 to 5,000,000 of American citizens. 
There were no brass bands, no commit- 
teemen, no crowds at the station here, and 
it is nothing uncomplimentary to the psople 
whom the JTresident has visited to 
suy that every one of the _ tourists 
wus giad of it. The President and 
Mrs. Cleveland and Col. Lamont entered 
their carriage and went tothe White House. 
‘The Postmaster-General and Mrs. Vilas were 
drivento their home. Dr. Bryantand Miss 
Bissell went to breakfust with the President, 
after which they took the trains respectively 
for New York City and Buffalo. The artists 
and the two journalists went their several 
ways. The Pullman cars were uncoupled for 
the first time in three weeks, and the Presi- 
dent’s special train ceased to be.

THE DEXTER TRAGEDY. 


The Preliminary Examination of Stain and 
Cromwell in Progress. 

DEXTER, Me., October 22.—There is great 
excitement here this inorning over the hear- 
ing in the case of Stain and Cromwell, alleged 
to be implicated in the murder of Cashier Bar- 
ron and the robbing the Dexter Bank. From 
early morning people have been pouring into 
town and two hours before the time for hear- 
ing, large crowds had gathed in front of the 
hall, eager to gain admittance. Hundreds of 


ladies are among the number. Street corners 
are crowded and sidewalks lined with people 
anxious to catch a glimpse of the prisoners as 
they come from the train. 

The prisoners arrived at 10 o'clock and were 
driven direct to the hall. As soon as 
the doors opened the building was crowded 
with people, and all standing room occupied, 
while hundreds could not obtain admission.

A BLOODY BATTLE, 


Settlers in the Indian Nation Attack a Band 
of Outlaws. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., October 22.—The depre- 
dations which have been carried on in the 
Indian Nation for the past few weeks by a 
band of outlaws, headed by Bud Trainor, 
John Leach, Joe Millar, Bill Chueland Dick 
Tumkie, reached such a stage last week that 
the citizéns and ranchers in that district or- 
gapized a band of vigilants, about thirty 


in number, to pursue the outlaws and drive 
them outof the Territory. On Wednesday 
morning the vigilantes struck tho trail of the 
band and followed them until Thursday morn- 
ing, when they came upon the opposite side 
ofthe Canadian River, across whicha scat- 
tering fire was kept up all day between both 
sides. On Thursday evening, when the lead- 
er of the v gilantes called his men togeth r 
it was found that eight of them had been killed 
and eight others wounded. No authentic 
count could be gotten of the outlaws’ losses, 
but Bud Trainor was reported dead and proba-

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LOSS OF LOVE, 


The Value of a Husband's Alienated Affec- 
tions—An Odd Damage Suit. 


A damage suitfor alienating affections was 
filed this afternoon in the Circuit Court by 
F. T. Ledergerber in behalf of Louise Siebert 
against Minnie Schnaufer. The damages are 
placed ut $10,000. The complainant 
states that she was married to 
Charles Siebert, an upholsterer, residing 


at 2837 McNair avenue in October, 1886. In the 
latter portion of last July she alleges that at 
her busband's solicitation and with his con- 
sent she went to visit relatives at Woodside, 
near Cleveland. During her absence from 5t. 
Louis, she alieges that Minnie schnaufer wil-

10nsekeeper was known by her maiden name 
Louise Gerke during the eurly part of her resi- 
dence in the house. One day Siebert in- 
formed his children that they must 
eall her mother, and Informed his pastor 
he had married the girl. For nearly a year 
they lived as man and wife, he introducing her 
as his wife to _—aiil his friends. 
He secured an insurance polic on 
herlifeinthe Knights and Ladies of Honor, 
he being named beneficiary. She does not 
claim there was aceremony, but a common- 
law marriage is set up. While she was 
at Woodside Siebert married Mrs. Minnie 
Schaufner, whose house fronted on Mis- 
souri avenue and abutted on the 
alley in the rear of Siebert’s resi- 
dence. This marriage was performed 
in the regular form, and on a license bein 
issued. Mrs. Siebert, the plaintiff, has file 
an affidavit regarding her poverty, praying 
permission to sue as @ poor person. She says 
Siebert was indebted to her $260 when their re- 
lationship as man and wife bexvan.

THE DELPHI LYNCHING. 


A Mob Makes Short Work eof the M 
of Luela Mabbitt. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., October 22.—The News’ 
special from Deiphi, Ind., says: When the sun 
arose this morning it disclosed the body of 
Ameer Green hunging in the woods, 
eight miles southeast of Delphi. Last night 
230 inasked men quietly entered this town. 
They surrounded the jail, and, after plac- 
ing a tine in the middie of the street, about 
twenty of the most determined started for the 
jail. They made no demand onthe Shertff 
before beginning operations, but sent a sledge- 
hammer crashing through the wooden door 


leading into the residence part of the build- 
ing on the east side. Rushing in with re- 
volvers in toeir bends and handkerchiefs 
over their faces, they demanded the keys to 
the doors leading to Ameer Green's cell. This 
was refused by the Sheriff. A man with a 
sledge-hbamuer began his work, and one lock 
after another succumbed to his powerfal 
blows. When the sledge was not sufficient it 
was aided withacold chisel. When the mob 
reached the cell they had only to swing open 
the dvor and 
TAKE OUT THEIR MAN. 

Green, who had always, ever since his capt- 
ure, showed the most defiant and nonchalant 
mien, had begun to weep and cry as soon 
as he found the mob was coming. In his 
desperation he had wrenched loose a section 
of the water-pipe in his« cell, with which to 
defend himself, But four men nade a bold and 
simultaneous rush for him, grappling hig 
hands and throatatthesame time, He was 
bound and hurried out into a double-seated 
covered carriage held in waiting, and the whip 
wus then applied tothe horses. The car 
containing the prisoner went at a Db - 
neck speed until it crossed the ‘Deer Creek 
bridge and reached the top of the hill, when it 
was joined by about sixty other carriages 
buggies, wagons and horseback riders, and 
the procession moved toward Walnut Grove, 
where two large fires had been built,and which 
illuminated the woods. There the leader of 
the mob told Green he must either produce 
Luela Mabbitt ordie. He culled for Mr. Mab- 
bitt, father of the missing girl, and, standing 

FACE TO FACE WITH HIM, 
stated that Lucila was alive and living with a 
man named Samuel Pane, at Fort Worth 
Texas. Hie was asked why he had 
not produced her and said his attor- 
neys had advised him to the contrary. 
Concluding that he was lying, @ fro 
was stretched around his neck oy. the 
mob and he was drawn under the tree. reen 
stood upon the seat as erect as a statue, his 
hands pinioned and the rope so tightly 
drawn that he was almost choked. The 
crowd was as orderly as 4 "s 
posse could have been had Aineer 
Green been going to his deathin accordance 
with the mandate of the law. The wagon 
was about to be driven ahead, when a corre- 
spondent, who had been a mute spectator, 
asked the doomed man: 

‘*Are you an innocent man?’’ 

‘*‘l am an innocent man.”’ 

‘*What is your last request?’’ continued the 
newspaper man. 

‘‘That you inform my mother, send her my 
body and tell her! desire to be buried by the 
side of my sister in Ohio.’’ 

**At Hebron, Ohio?"’ 

‘*Yes,’’ but here the horses gave a lurch for- 
ward, and Ameer Green was suspended be- 
tween earth and heaven. His body was cut 
down at 9 o'clock this morning, after it had 
been viewed by thousands. The Coroner’s in- 
quest is now going on.

A DIVORCE CASE THROWN OUT ON DEMURRE- 
ER OF A HUSBAND, 


Insulting Remarks Concerning a Deceased 
Partner—The Effect of a Revolver in a 
Bed-room—An Infatuation for Others— 
Curiosities of the mt “hang Batch 
of Decisions in Notable C ‘ew Suits 
Filed. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision sus- 
taining a demurrer to the petition for divorce 
filed in behalf of Mrs. Bertha Maurer against 
Frank Maurer. In thiscase the parties were 
married on the lth of April of the 
present yeur, and the separation occurred 
on the 7th of May following, less than 
a month afterwards. Mrs. Maurer complained 
that her husband used hbarshand insulting 
language and spoke interms of disrespect 
about her poor deceased husband which 
greatly wounded her feelings. Shealso com- 
plained that he taiked inan insulting way 
about her relatives. He frightened her 
nearly out of her wits by keeping a 
loaded revolver in the sleeping apartment 
and although she begged him to remove it he 
persistently declined to do 80. In May he 
took his departure, and Mrs. Maurer alleges 
that he declared that he would never return 
to her. She alleged further that he has since 
failed to render any support. 

The husband contended in a demurrer to the 
bil of the wife that she had _ stated 


no facts entitling her to a decree under the 
divorce law of Missouri, and that the indig- 
nities complained of were notsuch as wouid 
entitle her toadecree. As to desertion, the 
statute requires a goa nl gowns to elupse be- 
fore aplea on that ground could be sustained 
by the courts. aie 


A Hiusband’s Infatuation. 


Mrs. Emma J. Clarkson entered a suit to- 
day inthe Circuit Court seeking a decree of 
divorce from James H. Clarkson.

Convict J. B. Johnson Writes a Letter to 
State Auditor Walker. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH, 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., October 22.—The fol- 
lowing is an exact copy of a letter recently re- 
ceived by State Auditor Jobn Walker from the 
noted convict J. B. Johnson, who fired the 
State Penitentiary in 1883, and who has since 
been in solitary confinement for this offense 
and an obstinate refusal to obey and conform 
to prison rules: 

** Auditor John Walker: 

‘*Str—It bas been nearly two years since you 
seen me. However, these remarks you made 
to me then still ring in my ears—‘Be cheerful, 
it’s a long lane that has voturn in it’'—I have 
repeated them many times, perhaps when you 
were asleep. They supplied s«mething like 
fuel to rekindle hope and keep it alive; it was 
not much, but some consolation to the deso- 
late is better than no consolation at all—espe- 
cially when we know feelings of humanity al- 
ways float on the surface in the hearts of men. 
When personal interests.envy or enmity is not 
called ovena to suppress it. Yet, while man 
must and should suffer fora wrong deed, yet 
the knowledge that he is in the hands of 
civilized and human beings, controlled by 
reason and feelings of humanity, correspond- 
ing with the professions of a Christian 
country, supplies life with hope and enables 
him to master in time the feelings of despera- 
tion that creep into his heart in moments of 
sacdiness. 

No man has ever fought harder to keep down 
and trainple under foot the passions of a natur- 
ally wayward temperament, and experienced 
bitterer pangs in doing it than I have during 
the last two years. Only once during this time 
has a temper got the best of meso much as 
tolead me to uge a few hasty words that Il 
ought not to haveflone, 

Mr. Walker: I ¢annot ask for justice, mercy 
or for favors, for I might errin doing so. 
am undeserving of mercy or of favors, and 
justice, therefore let me merely sugyvest one 
course which, if it were followed, I woulda be 
spp satisfied with the result, let it turn out 
asit might. Mr. White tells me that he is con- 
fident the Supreme Court will set my last sen- 
tence aside. If so, then, Mr: Walker, 
why not pardon ine for the offensel am now 
serving, then give meanewtrial? I would do 
ny best to be acquitted onthe charge of ar- 
son, but plead guilty on the charge of attempt- 
ing to escape and come back for two years; 
then cry quits, peace, and be friends forever. 
I should work and get out in eighteen months; 
that would make nearly seven years in the 
penitentiary. and nearly five years in the soll- 
tary, which I would leave to any man on earth 
is equivalent to twelve solid ears of ordinary 
hee ys life. Some men would not think you 

ind to send them to the penitentiary, but I 
would consider the officers everlasting triends, 
after all, if they would send me back to the 
drison for two years. 

Please consider this, Mr. Walker. You have 
akind heart, and know that I have suffered 
severely, more from my own folly than from 
a mean disposition; yet many wiser men than 
myself have acted nearly as follish when they 
imagined hope had flown forever.

CARLSBAD WATER AND SPRUDELSALZ. 


The famous fountain of health at Cartsbad, in 
Bohemia, which has been the refuge of invalids 
for five centuries, is certainly well worthy of a 
careful study. Although the subject is so ol@ 
that it may be doubted whether there be enye 
thing new to say about it, nevertheless my @x+ 
perience with this remedial agent bas Been 
such that I may truly say that no remedy which 
I have ever employed bas given me so mack 
pleasure and profit as thls particular one. Be 
lecting a number of chronic bypochondriace 
whose aMictions had baffled ail my previous

Megsures Taken to Prevent Frauds at the 
Polls. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DISPATCH. 

BALTIMORE, October 22.—A joint committee 
of the Republicans and Independent Demo- 
crats petitioned the Police Commissioners, a 
few days ago, to allowthem to place achal- 
enger and 4 watcher in each of the polling 
places on election day. The Board promised 
to give them their attention, and immediately 
turned the petition over to their counsel, J. Al 


McClure, for his optnion as to how they should 
act. Yesterday they received a communi- 
cation from Mr. McClure, in which 
he advised them to decline the 
request, giving his reasons’ therefor. 
Then, later in the day, the Board sent the 
committee a communication in accordance 
with the advice of their counsel. Substan- 
tially the reasons given for the declination 
are that the judges of elections are in them- 
aecives conservators of the peace and pro- 
@ectora of the ballots, and to put watchers 
over them would not only be a refiection 
upon them, but would seriously interfere 
with the proper performance of tbeir duties 
by’ crowding the polling places, etc. The 
communication winds up with this paragraph: 
‘*Persons selected by the respective political 
ai*ties to serve as challengers will 
e given prominent positions at the win- 
dows outxide the polling places’ and 


‘the protection of the Police Department will 


be awsured to them in the discharge of their 
duty, us well as citizens who may be present 
under regulations made by the judves to wit- 
ness the ceunt afte: the polls are clesed; and 
such further orders will be issued to the police 
force as wiil render its service at and about the 
polls entirely satisfactory to all law-abiding 
and order loving citizens.’’
